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"THE VIEW FROM THE PEAK"

Summer has slipped away here in the 
Rockies, and now autumn is upon us. The 
last weeks of September saw the aspen 
leaves taking on their golden yellow hues 
as they signal the change of seasons in 
the "High Country." 


Thelma and I had some LEARA folks as 
visitors then; that gave us a good ex- 
cuse to put aside household chores and 
take them up into the mountains to see 
the changing colors; as the "chauffeur" 
for the trip, it also gave me another 
chance to see nature at her best.
